Dr. Thomas H. Sugg, (CAPT, USN Dental Corps, Ret), 84, died on December 13, 2022, at Sentara 
General Hospital, Norfolk, Virginia of complications from prostate cancer. 


CAPT Sugg was born and raised in North Little Rock, Ark., and was the son of the late William Everett 
Sugg and Beatrice Stephens.
